nerate Barbarities, is much morc'ta be admired (ince all Heroick

Fhillp Earl of Pew- 
brookand Mountgomery, with ſeveral other of his Retinue , having 
been abroad it: Ninner at a perſon of Qualities 'oa Wedneld, 
being the 1'Yth of this inſtant Aug 1680. where drinking rill 
it was late, and /rhen as/it is ſaid being ſomewhat High flown 
with Wine, they: returned homewards3n a Hackoey-Coacth, cill 
-at \aſterofling over Tur#hoam-Green, they. were ſtopped by'the 
Warch/bddonging'to the Pariſh of Chiſwick, the Cooftable of the 
(aid Witch being then with bne Mr. Sweetbe Gentleman belong- 
ing tothe Cort, and one Mr. Heifpexny ano ther )Conſtableof 
the ſard Pariſh, who juſt came: from Londex with the formerCon- 
;Kabte, aud went to drink at che/Cock and half-Moon, who up- 
on 
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on Notice of a Coach bein Nopped, came out; of: che; Hoy fa, 
and coming cloſe upto the tide of ue, demanded who the perſons 
were, and whether chey were deftigned, nor knowing ir tg hemy 
Lord of Fembrock, nor that they bad ſuch dangerous perſaes to 
deal withal ; bur being ſharply anſwered, they made. the. Jike 
Recurn, whereypon.as it is creditably .relareg, his Lordſhip ppeny 
ing the other ſide of the Coach, came our and, whileſt-che Par» 
ries þ-foremenrioned were talking-ro the reſt, nor dreaming af 
ſoch | Fare, he came upon them unawares, ' agd with his Sword 
run Fmeerbe ficſk into the Belly quite through, the. Weapon ,pal, 
ſing our, and chen wheeling about, made at Halfperny, and-with a 
pa(s run him quite through.che Body, in 0n one (ide, anghout of 
the other ; and afterwards through the Riſt, fo furious r9 
DeſtruQion bent ; and bad done greater Miſchief, bad,nop/Mes 
Smeetbe feeling himlelf wounded, cried out |, will nog, be-thus 
killed like a Dop, and thereupon caught a Staff our of oneof the 
Warchmens hands, . he baving none before, and with. the ſame 
Knocked his Lordſhip down,who then began ta cry for Quateer; 
upon which hisServants came and fell upon him.to to hes 
Blows, which Smeethe ſeeing, ſaid, My Lord you bave giveri me 
my Deaths-wound, and [ could kill you now, having y at 
my Mercy, if I pleaſed, bur that I ſcorn fo foul and baſe a Deed 
and thereupon ſeiſed him as his Priſoner, whilſt the reft of his Re- 
rinue which were about fix io number were obliged co ſubmir;{e> 
veral of the Watchmen having broke their Staves in defending 
chemſelves and making a ſtout Refiſtance, after his Lordſhip was 
taken he was by the Order.of the Conſtable of the Watch con- 
veyed to the Cock and Half-Moon, ſtrongly Guarded, for upon 
the Brunt of the Skirmiſh all che people in the Green were Al. 
Jarumed where they after he was dilarm'd pur him inco aChamber 
and the Conſtable wene in and diſcourſed with his Lordſhip of 
the heinouſneſs of the Aﬀeont and Violence he had done to che 
Kings Watch, at which he ſeemed lixtle 'concerned. 
During the Upraar and Tumule, a perſon of Quallity as it is ſaid 
came by, who underſtanding what the Cauſe of it was, and how 
his Lordſhip was taken, went to viſit him, and after a long Con- 
ference with the Conſtable of the Watch, his Lordſhip was (ut- 
fered to depart unknown to moſt of the Company ; they being 
given to underſtand that be was Aſleep, and that none muſt di- 
ſturb him, &c. This exploit was done about twelve of the 
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Clock in the'Evening, and diver bis Lord :}jip was let go, which 
Was'above ohe; iris faid he-made all feed for Lon2wn, he being 
gon the Wounded men were looked after, and Chirurgiot;s im- 
mediately ſehtfor, who no ſooner cane, bur found the Wong: 
tobe Morral, one vis. Aalfptnyey having beg? (o eExceſſive'y 
that he fainted away ; 'and "the orher, viz, Smeethe in a ſhort 
time after wards dit, he' being a Man'of a confi ferable Flare. 
at@'ſoNonr that it is believed, had he hot heen farpriſed aryna- 
warts, and orſarmed as he was,none could have wronged kim 
eithet with Sword or Staff; and a perſon fo far froty offering an 
abuſ®tb #ny;""that he abhor'd rhe Compavy of ſuch as he knelv 
ro b&Ouilry of the am-"" Mr. Halfperny being Grtiet hom, the 
Chiturgions npon'fighe of his Wound dutſt not Veoture co ſearch 
the'Wound ro'any'deepneſs, for fear that his Lungs ſhould be 
pierced, or ſome gther his of Vita! parts ; fo that chey diſpir” of 
his ever Recovering; and look every day that he will die; rhere 
was likewile # ird perfon hurt, viz a poor Fellow who waz 
larely diſcharged from a Farmers 'Yetvice of that place, buc hi 
Wounds were butlighr;' On Fryday the Crovyner and Wi fil
